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Green light for new 
homes and hotel 


TWO controversial planning applications affect¬ 
ing Honiton have been given the go ahead, after 
East Devon District Council bosses approved de¬ 
velopers ’ proposals. 

Work is now set to begin on a 300-home housing de¬ 
velopment on land west of Hayne Lane beyond the 
Heathfield estate, and on a Premier Inn hotel to replace 
the existing Turk’s Head Lodge. 

Following inspections of both sites on Friday morn¬ 
ing, members of the council’s planning inspections 
committee gave the green light for developers to pro¬ 
ceed with the plans, even after Honiton councillors 
and residents had raised strong objections to both ap¬ 
plications.

While some members of the committee were op¬ 
posed in principle to the Hayne Lane development, 
councillors were concerned by the need to satisfy the 
town’s housing supply and could not find strong 
enough grounds on which to refuse the application. 

Over a lengthy application process, residents have 
persistently objected to numerous aspects of the pro¬ 
posed development on sustainability grounds. 

Of particular concern is the distance of the site from 
the town centre - around 1.2 miles - and the impact 
this could have on residents’ access to key facilities 


such as schools, the train station and the doctors’ sur¬ 
gery. 

Responding to the decision, East Devon District 
Council ward member for Honiton, Mike Allen, said 
the people of Honiton and Gittisham had been “be¬ 
trayed”. 

He said: “I am sad to say, despite the clear wish of 
virtually all inspections committee members, the 
Hayne Lane development was approved for 300 
houses. 

“I did point out that Honiton was only 53 houses 
short of the proposed growth to 2016 already, and that 
this will be overdevelopment. 

“So now we have a universally opposed develop¬ 
ment in a single-track country road and a one-track 
narrow pinch-point which is about two kilometres 
from an overloaded GP surgery and primary school - 
so much for sustainability. 

“Honiton needs facilities not more houses. If we are 
not careful the waiting lists for the doctor’s surgery 
will extend to weeks and to get into schools here will 
become a bus journey away.” 

Councillor Susie Bond, EDDC ward member for 
Feniton and Buckerell, said the development was 
“completely unviable” and the idea that parents and 
children could walk to school from the proposed site 
was “ridiculous”. 

There is also concern that both the Hayne Lane and 
Premier Inn developments will cause major conges¬ 
tion problems around the Heathfield industrial estate 
and the Turk’s Head junction. 

But a county highways officer, who was present at 
both the site visit and the committee meeting on Fri¬ 
day, said he was now satisfied that both proposals met 
requirements. 

Councillor Mike Williamson, a member of the plan¬ 
ning inspections committee, said: “The highways of¬ 
ficer has given robust answers as to why the 
conditions are now acceptable. To my mind it is tech¬ 
nically feasible and a defensible case - on balance, this 
is a sustainable application.” 

Discussing the Premier Inn application, councillors 
judged the design of the building to be “unattractive” 
but “serviceable” and were satisfied that it would not 
affect the privacy of neighbouring residents. 

They also agreed the hotel would be “financially re¬ 
warding” for the town, providing 25 new job oppor¬ 
tunities and a significant economic boost.

AXMINSTER 

Plans to deal with 
skatepark issues 

DESPITE growing public concerns, evey effort is 
being made to minimise anti-social behaviour at the 
proposed £160,000 skatepark project at Cloakham 
Lawn Sports Centre in Axminster. 

Plans have been drawn up to replace the current 
skatepark at Cloakham with a brand new, state-of- 
the-art facility revealed in February when the 
Mayor, Councillor Jeremy Walden, said the project 
was a sign that “Axminster is going places”. 

But concerns have been raised since in letters to 
this newspaper and Cloakham Lawn about the pos¬ 
sibility of increased anti-social behaviour. 

Cloakham Lawn Sports Centre chairman Ian Hall 
said he had been forced to raise the matter publicly 
because of the sheer number of people who had ap¬ 
proached him 

Mr Hall stressed that he was very much in favour 
of the project as long as the site was looked after. 

He said: “I am in a bit of a dilemma. Lots of people 
have contacted me about the development. Over the 
years there has been anti-social behaviour and I'm 
afraid it is creeping back.” 

When meeting Pulman’s Wewat the skatepark, he 
pointed to litter strewn around, offensive graffiti and 
scorch marks after somebody apparently attempted 
to set a ramp on fire. 

There have also been claims that illegal drugs are 
being used at the site, with some of the graffiti actu¬ 
ally encouraging the use of such drugs. 

Mr Hall said: “Several concerned people have con¬ 
tacted me and I’m now asking you to put it in the 
public domain. I want a measured view.” 

Councillor Andrew Moulding is a leading member 
of Axminster Skatepark Steering Group, and also 
president of Cloakham Lawn Sports Centre. 

He said: “The concept of the new park is totally dif¬ 
ferent from a design and construction point of view.” 
He explained that the features will be made of pre¬ 
cast concrete, which was near impossible to van¬ 
dalise. 

He also said the facility is likely to be equipped with 
CCTV and that a weekly litter pick rota would be put 
in place.

Hope for youth 
centre future? 


HOPES of reviving Honiton’s 
threatened youth centre received 
an important boost this week, after 
Honiton Community College con¬ 
firmed it was looking into the pos¬ 
sibility of making a bid for the 
building. 

Devon County Council is pro¬ 
posing to cut funding for youth 
services across the county, and 
Honiton’s centre looks set to be 
closed. 

But interest from the college, 
which used to own the building, 
has renewed the possibility that 
some services could be retained in 
the future. 

And college bosses are now 
looking to discuss a possible bid 
with other organisations. 

Gary Wills, Director of Finance 
at Honiton Community College, 
said: “There are several irons in the

fire and several organisations have 
expressed an interest in sharing the 
building with us. We would wel¬ 
come discussions with any other 
organisations that would have an 
interest in using the building. 

He added: “We would be ex¬ 
tremely disappointed to see the 
youth centre lost to the community 
and, while we cannot solely afford 
to take on the running of the build¬ 
ing, we think there is a possibility 
that with the commitment and part¬ 
nership with several other organi¬ 
sations the building could be saved 
as a community asset. 

“It makes sense that the youth 
centre building does come under 
our facilities umbrella (as it used 
to) as we have the ability to run the 


building effectively and efficiently 
as we do with the rest of the col¬ 
lege.” 

Following the proposal consulta¬ 
tion, Honiton Town Council ex¬ 
pressed its concerns about services 
being run by volunteers, and coun¬ 
cillors are currently investigating 
options for funding youth services 
at the centre. 

A petition, led by students from 
Honiton Community College, and 
backed by town councillors Gary 
Elliot and Caroline Kolek, gath¬ 
ered 600 signatures earlier this 
month. 

Councillor Kolek said: “As a 
town council we would want to 
look at every possible option for 
running some sort of service. 

“It is really important that facili¬ 
ties continue to be provided for 
young people in Honiton.”

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Clock is ticking on 
business rate relief 

HELPING LOCAL TRADERS COMPETE WITH THE WEB 


AROUND 800 businesses across 
East Devon can still benefit from 
a scheme offering rate relief of up 
to £1,000 for the next two years. 
But time is running out to sign up 
to the scheme. 

The initiative, adopted by East 
Devon District Council, is de¬ 
signed to give local retail busi¬ 
nesses of a rateable value of less 
than £50,000 a chance to com¬ 
pete on a more level playing field 
with internet retailers. 

Businesses to benefit include 
shops, post offices, restaurants, 
cafes, pubs and garden centres. 

Councillor David Cox, EDDC 
Cabinet Member for Finance, said: 
“A £1,000 discount will make a 
huge difference to small busi¬ 
nesses and local traders within 
East Devon. 

“In these difficult financial 
times, this new scheme will pro¬ 
vide a welcome bonus for the 
many excellent businesses in our 
district. 

Councillor Ian Thomas, Cabinet 
Member for Economy, added: 
“We're keen to assist where we 
can and it is good we are able to 
give this valuable support over 
the next two years". 

Reduction 

Qualifying businesses have al¬ 


ready been identified and the rate 
relief will be included in their an¬ 
nual bills which are currently 
being distributed. 

This has been done so that 
businesses benefit from this re¬ 
duction immediately, without 
having to wait for their applica¬ 
tion to be processed. 

Businesses are being asked to 
confirm that they qualify and re¬ 
turn their completed application 
form by the end of April. 

By returning the application 
form, relief will automatically be 
awarded again in 2015/16 pro¬ 
vided the rateable value remains 
below £50,000. 

If the council is uncertain about 
the use of a property there will be 
an opportunity to apply for the 


relief afterwards. 

The retail relief initiative is at the 
discretion of local authorities and 
was announced by Chancellor of 
the Exchequer George Osborne 
in his Autumn Statement last 
year. 

Councillor Thomas added: “The 
Government left it up to local au¬ 
thorities to decide whether they 
wanted to take advantage of the 
scheme. 

“I'm pleased to say that we fully 
support this Government initia¬ 
tive". 

Ratepayers who occupy more 
than one set of premises will be 
entitled to relief for each of their 
eligible properties.

Gallery told to be more independent 


HONITON’S famous Thelma Hulbert Gallery 
must be able to “stand on its own feet” if it 
is to continue to receive funding support, 
district councillors have warned. 

The gallery, which is currently subsidised 
by East Devon District Council, recently 
presented a business plan to the council's 
cabinet, and has been given a period of at 
least a year to attract grant funding from 
alternative sources. The premier arts cen¬ 
tre has been told it must reduce its reliance 
on local authority funding in the future as 
EDDC looks to spread its arts budget more 
evenly across the district. 

Councillor John O’Leary, one of Honiton's 
representatives on the district authority, 
and a member of the council’s Arts and Cul¬ 
ture Forum, told town councillors at a recent 
meeting that the gallery needed to be run 
in a more “efficient” way. 

He said: “The net expenditure for the 
Thelma Hulbert Gallery is £129,000 and a 
business plan has now been presented to 
cabinet which aims to reduce the gallery’s 
reliance on local authority funding. 

“The council will continue to subsidise it 
but it must get charities to invest in it to re¬ 
duce expenditure - it needs to be more ef¬ 


ficient in the way it runs itself.” 

Councillor Mike Allen, another of Honiton's 
representatives on EDDC, said the gallery 
was going through a process of transition 
but that the way it is funded needed ad¬ 
dressing. 

He said: “The Thelma Hulbert Gallery gets 
the vast majority of East Devon's funding 
for the arts - we have supported it for eight 
or nine years and it is something that really 
has to be addressed. 

“The arts council has said it is one of the 
top three galleries in the country so we do 
not want it to go bust, but we must encour¬ 
age the Thelma Hulbert to be able to stand 


on its own two feet.” 

The gallery, which was recently awarded 
the rose mark status as a ‘quality assured’ 
tourist attraction, will now move forward 
with plans to adapt into a more self-suffi¬ 
cient charitable trust. 

Fiona Page-Turner, director of Marketing 
and Fundraising at the gallery, said: “Fol¬ 
lowing the presentation of our business 
plan to EDDC, we have received approval to 
look at transitioning the gallery into a trust. 

“This will enable us to apply for more arts 
funding and therefore continue to deliver 
and expand our high-quality exhibition and 
learning programme.”

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Library cuts could be ‘good news’ for town 


PROPOSED changes to services at Honi- 
ton Library could have a positive impact 
and help bring more people into the town, 
the chairman of the library’s League of 
Lriends has said. 

Smaller libraries across Devon could be 
closed as a result of the county council 
proposals, with the remaining facilities - 
including Honiton - converted into 
‘Devon Centres’, and a period of public 
consultation is now underway. 

There is concern that volunteers will be 
asked to take over the running of the li¬ 
braries in Ottery St Mary and Colyton as 
the council looks to make cutbacks, but

some are optimistic that the changes will 
benefit Honiton. 

Janet Connors, the library’s League of 
Lriends chairman, said: “The League of 
Lriends met with the council’s area man¬ 
ager for libraries this week and, as I under¬ 
stand it, the changes will be quite good 
news for Honiton. 

“We will not be closing or losing any 
services - in fact, the library will be ex¬ 
tending services and that could boost visi¬ 
tor numbers.” 


Under the proposals, which are up for 
consultation until July, library space would 
be shared with other services, with running 
costs reduced at smaller libraries where 
communities would be asked to take 
on more responsibility for providing serv¬ 
ices. 

Alternatives to the mobile library facili¬ 
ties are also to be looked at, which could 
see more people coming into Honiton to 
make use of a range of services. 

Mrs Connors added: “The library already 
incorporates the Citizens Advice Bureau 
and what else is likely to come in, we just 
do not know at this stage. 


“It is possible that opening hours could 
be extended or extra members of staff 
added to the team to accommodate the 
changes. 

“It is unfortunate that other libraries will 
lose out and I would be very concerned 
about volunteers being asked to run serv¬ 
ices , but that will not affect Honiton Li¬ 
brary and, on the face of it, the changes 
could be good news for the town.” 

Councillor Roger Croad, Devon County 
Council Cabinet Member with responsibil¬ 
ity for libraries, said: “These proposals 
would see a consolidation of the service 
focusing on a network of enhanced Devon 


Centres, with resources and support to 
community-led initiatives. 

“We know that, at their best, libraries 
have tremendous potential to support peo¬ 
ple of all ages to develop their skills and 
knowledge. 

“We think these proposals represent the 
best opportunity to maximise the potential 
of libraries to support local communities 
in the future.” 

A public consultation on the proposed 
changes lasts until July 17th and com¬

TONY Burges, an official City of Exeter 
Guide gave a fascinating tour of Exeter City, 
verbally and visually at the Axminster 
Women's Section, Royal British Legion's 
April meeting. 

From Celtic origins, Roman and Anglo 
Saxon invasions followed by the Norman 
conquest, Exeter has acquired a wealth of ar¬ 
chitecture, from medieval to Tudor, Stuart 
and Georgian. 

Even Roman baths have been discovered 
in recent years. 

The cathedral, of course, features greatly 
in any tour of Exeter and members learnt 
that the Normans built the first small church 
on the site which, whilst retaining the origi¬ 
nal Norman towers, was reconfigured to in¬ 
corporate wonderful flying buttresses and a 
much larger building, finally reaching com¬ 
pletion in 1330. 

This was mainly due to the vision of the 
Bishop of Branscombe, who was inspired by 


Salisbury Cathedral. 

During WWII, Exeter, along with other 
cities, was badly bombed but, thankfully, 
apart from the Chapel of St James, the 
Cathedral escaped unscathed, a miracle in it¬ 
self. 

Its stunning exterior architecture and su¬ 
perb interior is a monument to the many who 
laboured to produce such a wonderful edi¬ 
fice. 

Sadly St Catherine's Almshouses did not 
survive, but fortunately the beautiful 800- 
year-old guildhall has and a tour around the 
city today bears testament to Exeter's incred¬ 
ible history and fortitude. 

One of the members, Jill Banfield, born in 
Exeter, whose ancestors ran the chain ferry, 
discovered fresh information about the city; 
for instance the Countess Wear bridge orig¬ 
inates from a Norman Countess who built a 
weir to stop lighters unloading their wares at 
the Quays. 


This in turn caused the city to build a canal 
to continue trading with the outside world. 

Many memebrs were so inspired by his 
talk that some are going to book a guided 
tour to learn even more than the allotted 
hour's talk permitted. However, the ghost 
tour by night may prove a step too far! 

At a meeting which followed the talk, 
members learnt that a Lent Lunch at Tat- 
worth Church, organised by two members, 
raised £100 for the RBL and the coffee 
morning in the church rooms a further £327.

Churches Together, Mar¬ 
ion Cochrane writes that 
Easter was celebrated with 
solemnity through the 
Good Friday Walk of Wit¬ 
ness, following the cross 
through the town and with 
joy on Easter Sunday, cel¬ 
ebrating the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ. 

We look forward to ob¬ 
serving Christian Aid 
week from May 12th. 

We continue with the 
regular activities in each 
church represented, also with other united activities 
which include services in residential homes, Job Club and 
Plough & Share Credit Union, a collection of food for 
hampers and, last but not least, prayer. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury has no easy task, facing 
the problem of falling church attendances and related is¬ 
sues . But he reminds us that the Church has faced many 
trials before and he is determined that it will survive the 
present situation. 

The recent views of the Prime Minister about his sup¬ 
port for our churches have, as expected, received varying 
reactions. The Bishop of Bradford, currently involved in 
changes across several local diocese there, went on record 
to applaud the views expressed. 

The Roman Catholic Bishop of Arundel and Brighton 
said that the comments made would strike a chord with 
many. From Lancaster University, which is a leading au¬ 
thority on religion in modern society, came the view that 
it is now more common and acceptable to express views 
on your faith. 

However the National Secular Society’s president says 
we must understand the value of neutrality in Govern¬ 
ment, without special privileges for some. And we must 
applaud active consideration of the issues. 

Pope Francis marked Easter by celebrating Mass at a 
centre for the elderly and disabled in Rome, before going 
on to wash, bless and kiss the feet of 12 residents in a 
centre for the elderly and disabled. 

In Devon there were many packed churches, and in our 
part of the county, Easter Day started with a sunrise vigil 
and traditional services later. 

After packed congregations for Easter, Ottery churches 
now revert to normal service times. The All Sorts service 
in the parish church on the fourth Sunday of each month 


is at 10.30am - with families especially welcome. On 
other Sundays, the main Communion service is at 
9:30am. 

Coffee and Chat at 10:30 am on Tuesdays in the 
Methodist church and the parish church. 

Looking ahead, the WATOTO children’s choir from 
Uganda at the parish church on May 17th at 7pm, and the 
annual May Fair is at Cadhay on May 24th from 10am; 
this is an occasion for all at Ottery and area to enjoy. 

For recent weeks we have heard views from church and 
secular leaders, probably timely for the season. In par¬ 
ticular the Prime Minister is on record that we should be 
more confident about our status as a Christian country. 

David Cameron has urged Britons to be more evangel¬ 
ical about our faith that compels us to get out there and 
make a difference to peoples lives. 

The Prime Minister spoke about his own relationships 
with religion saying he had felt the healing power of the 
churches pastoral care. 

He said that Britain should be proud of defending Chris¬ 
tian values. In a direct reference to the recent controversy 
with Anglican bishops over the coalition and welfare 
changes, he acknowledged that church leaders sometimes 
disagree with government policy. 

The Prime Minister has launched what seems to be a re¬ 
ligious manifesto asking us to be more confident about 
our status as a Christian country. 

We should recall that the present Government has done 
much in recent years to expand faith schools and help re¬ 
pair churches. 

The PM has just appointed a Minister of Faith, Sayeeda 
Warsi, who says the Coalition is the most “pro-faith gov¬ 
ernment in the world”.

• YOU moved to East Devon from Houston, 

Texas - what drew you to the West Country? 

I WAS born in the UK but raised in Houston and I moved 
back in 1999 for a change of scenery. I started in Dunkeswell 
and moved off the hill to Honiton in 2000, where I worked 
at various places in the town - as an entertainments man¬ 
ager at Woolworths and then at Dominos bistro, which is 
now The Holt. It was there I met my husband and partner in 
business Kirk. 

• HOW did you first become 
interested in belly dancing? 

I STARTED dancing at the tender age of 
14 and was introduced to belly dance via ^ 
the renaissance festivals in the United 
States - there are a vast amount of 
these recreational events around the 
country. 

I learned the basics from teachers 
and performed for nine weeks every 
year at the Texas Renaissance Fair and 
travelled to others when I had the time in 
between a "real job". 

When I moved back to England, I did not jump 
straight into teaching and performing, as there was 
nothing around the West Country at the time. I was also 
quite concerned about how it would be taken! 

But my American side took over and I started teaching 
here first in Seaton and then at Honiton Community Col¬ 
lege. 

• WHO do the classes appeal to? 

I REALLY believe in the power of entertainment and per¬ 
formance in belly dancing - it is a strong sisterhood and is 
made for all shapes and sizes!

The Axminster class is for exercise 
and fun, whereas my new Honiton class 
at the Beehive is more of a back-to-ba- 
sics class and an opportunity to really get 
down to the heart of things.

WE OWN the Route 66 restaurant and its sister milkshake 
bar Route 66 Express, both in Axminster, and both are still 
going strong and very much a part of my busy life. We do 
our best to balance the two but it isn’t always easy!

Kast Off Kinks at The Gateway 

Two top National Theatre performances will also be screened live at the Seaton venue 


THE iconic British rock band, The Kinks, are 
often cited as one of the most important and 
influential rock bands of all time, and the 
Kast Off Kinks will bring all the groups 
greatest hits to Seaton on Saturday, May 17th. 

The Kinks’ first hit, You Really Got Me, in 
1964, broke new ground with driving power 
chords and Dave Davies’ distorted guitar 
sounds, and created a template for many 
bands to follow in a rock and roll develop¬ 
ment which led variously to heavy metal, new 
wave and grunge. 

Later work saw the band’s style change to 
more melodic songs, highlighting Ray 
Davies’ lyrical and observational skills in 
songs like Sunny Afternoon, Dead End Street 
and Waterloo Sunset. 

Although the band’s popularity in the UK 
waned in the 1970s, they found new commer¬ 
cial success, particularly in the USA, in the 
late 1970s and early 1980s, and returned to 
the UK top 20 in 1983 with Come Dancing. 
The Kinks continued as a recording and gig¬ 
ging band until 1996, when the Davies broth¬ 
ers went their separate ways with solo careers. 

The Kast Off Kinks formed in 1994 to keep 
the music playing on, and it is what the name 
implies - the original line-up consisted of the 
band that played Lola (apart from Ray and 
Dave) - Mick Avory, John Dalton and John 
Gosling - together with singer/guitarist Dave 
Clarke. 


The current line-up is the band that played 
Come Dancing - Avory, Gibbons and Jim 
Rodford (respectively the Kinks’ longest- 
serving drummer, keyboard player and 
bassist) - still with Dave Clarke covering for 
the Davies brothers. (As Jim is currently very 
busy playing with The Zombies and Argent, 
John Dalton often comes out of retirement to 
stand in for him.) 

Almost every other ex-Kink has guested 
with The Kast Off Kinks, including Ray 
Davies. 

Tickets are £12 in advance and £15 on the 
door.

Seat Celebrates 30 th Birthday of the Ibiza 



THE Sunday just gone was exactly 30 years 
since the very first SEAT Ibiza rolled off the pro¬ 
duction line in SEAT’S Zona Franca factory. 
Since that day, the Ibiza has remained SEAT’S 
most iconic and popular car, with sales approach¬ 
ing five million across three decades and four 
generations. 

The car was a game-changer for SEAT, the first 
designed and developed completely by the Span¬ 
ish company from start to finish - with a little 
help from some friends. Namely, collaborations 
with Giorgetto Giugiaro’s Italdesign design com¬ 
pany, coachbuilder Karmann, and Porsche helped 
make the Ibiza a truly cutting edge small car, and 
the foundation of 30 years of ongoing success. 

The very embodiment of the Spain of the ‘80s, 
the first SEAT Ibiza was ambitious, dynamic and 
ground-breaking. Its name, taken from the 


Mediterranean island, reinforced the exotic 
image given to it by virtue of its Spanish roots. 

The backdrop chosen for the world premiere of 
the SEAT Ibiza was the prestigious Paris Motor 
Show in 1984, and from then on the car has gone 
from strength-to-strength, achieving success both 
in its domestic market (it has been the best-sell¬ 
ing supermini in Spain since 2001, for example) 
and abroad, with almost seven of every ten pro¬ 
duced exported; 69% of 5,000,000 total Ibiza 
production has been exported to more than 75 
countries worldwide. 

The most important markets for the Ibiza dur¬ 
ing the early years were Italy, France, Germany, 
United Kingdom, Portugal and Mexico, in addi¬ 
tion to Spain. 

SEAT will celebrate this resounding and con¬ 
tinued success with the launch of a 30th Anniver¬ 


sary model, set to go on sale in June.l 

History: the SEAT Ibiza and the Martorell pro¬ 
duction plant 

SEAT ended the ‘80s with production and sales 
records, and became a member of the Volkswa¬ 
gen Group. Until 1993 the brand’s activity had 
been concentrated in the Barcelona Zona Franca, 
but its membership of a new group, the success 
of its new models, and the need to increase pro¬ 
duction meant that a new industrial production 
complex was required. SEAT would be provided 
with a new modern factory next to its Technical 
Centre in Martorell, opened in 1991. 

The second-generation Ibiza would be the first 
vehicle built at SEAT’S new Martorell production 
facility. More than that, the establishment of the 
new factory would give rise to the creation of a 
suppliers’ industrial estate, which at that time 
comprised 20 companies. 

Today Martorell remains one of the most mod¬ 
em and flexible factories in Europe, its interna¬ 
tional standing attested to when SEAT received 
the ‘Automotive Lean Production’ award. Almost 
700 Ibiza vehicles are built every day on Mar- 
torell’s Line 1, employing around 1,600 people 
directly; all told, SEAT generates direct and in¬ 
direct employment for approximately 70,000 
families. 

The Martorell facility is also among the most 
environmentally efficient in the world, not least 
because of the recent completion of the ‘SEAT al 
Sol’ project, which saw the Spanish company in¬ 
stall 53,000 solar panels on the roof, capable of 
producing enough energy to meet one quarter of 
annual Leon production and reducing factory 
C02 emissions by 7,000 tonnes per year. 

Today the multiplying effect SEAT has on the 
economy is indisputable: SEAT cannot be under¬ 


stood without Martorell, and the Spanish car in¬ 
dustry cannot be understood without SEAT. 

The SEAT Ibiza: sporty, young-spirited and de¬ 
sign-driven 

The Ibiza is 100% SEAT, since it was the first 
vehicle designed and developed in its entirety by 
the company. Design has always formed part of 
the Spanish brand’s DNA, and in the case of the 
Ibiza the four generations have borne the hall¬ 
mark of distinguished names in the field of auto¬ 
motive design. 

For the first generation of the Ibiza (1984- 
1993), SEAT collaborated with Italdesign, the 
company of world famous Italian designer Gior¬ 
getto Giugiaro, with Karmann for the develop¬ 
ment of the bodywork, and Porsche for the 
technology of the ‘System Porsche’ engines. 


There was a clear aesthetic leap in the second 
generation (1993-2002), which again bore the 
hallmark of Giugiaro. The lines were rounded 
and aerodynamic, and the car given a level of 
equipment and mechanical sophistication that 
were in those days normally only found in cars 
in the segments above. 

Italian designer Walter de’Silva, the current 
Head of Design at the Volkswagen Group, was 
responsible for the outline of the third-generation 
Ibiza (2002-2008), which took another step for¬ 
ward in manufacture quality, engine range and 
dynamic performance. Walter de’Silva intro¬ 
duced more attractive aesthetics, while the car’s 
dynamic prowess took another leap forward 
thanks to the ‘Agile Chassis’ concept developed 
by SEAT’S Technical Centre in Martorell.
